RECORD OF TOWN MEETING — 1962 


Articles in 1962 Town Warrant and Proceedings of the 
Town Meeting, March 13, 1962 
The annual Town Meeting was opened at 10:00 A. M., March 18, 
1962, by the Moderator, Roland Sallada, and het was offered by 
the Rev John L. Aalfs. 


The polls were opened to take care of Articles 1 and 2, to stay open 
until 7:00 P. M., at which time the Moderator called the meeting to 
order. A motion was made by Henry Friedrich, seconded by Regis 
Lehman, that the polls remain open until 7:30 P. M. to allow the fire- 
men, called to a chimney fire, the opportunity to vote. The motion was 
carried by voice vote. The polls closed at 7:30 P. M. and the meeting 
was called to order to take care of the remaining articles in the warrant. 


Article 8. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
ad town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of 
the same.

A motion was made by Charles Gould, seconded by Reginald Hayes, 
that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000.00 for winter 
maintenance of highways. It was so voted in the affirmative. 


An amendment was made by Raymond Barss, seconded by Laurier 
Michaud, that no driveways be plowed except for sickness or emergency, 
school bus and mail route turn arounds; to be left to the discretion of 
the road agent. It was so voted in the affirmative. 


L. It was voted to lay this article for General Expense of Highway 
Department on the table until the past bills for parts were 
checked by the Selectmen.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,446.67, the State to contribute $9,644.48, for Town Road 
Aid, or act in relation thereto. 


A motion was made by Roger Griswold, seconded by Paul Barss, 
that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of $1,446.67, the State 
to contribute $9,644.48, for Town Road Aid. It was so voted in the 
affirmative. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $100.00, this year and each year until 1963, this money to 
be placed in the Trust Fund and to be used to finance the Bi-Centennial 
in 1968, or act in relation thereto. 


Eidsel Stanford made a motion to raise and appropriate $200.00 but 
it was not seconded, so no action was taken. 


Charles Gould made a motion, seconded by August Gomes, that the 
Town raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00, this year and each year 
until 1963, this money to be placed in the Trust Fund and to be used 
to finance the Bi-Centennial in 1963. It was so voted in the affirmative. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000.00 to be put in the Capital Reserve Fund toward the 
purchase of a new Fire Truck in the near future, or act in relation there- 
to. 


Eidsel Stanford made an amendment, which was duly seconded, that 
“as conditions warrant” be substituted for “in the near future.” It was 
so voted in the affirmative. 


Renaud Pelchat made a motion, seconded by Charles Davis, that the 
Town raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 to be put in the 
Capital Reserve Fund toward the purchase of a new Fire Truck as 
conditions warrant. It was so voted in the affirmative. 
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Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the section 
of the old road on Route No. 13 between Station 58+00 and Station 
65+00 abutting land of W. O. Mason, or act in relation thereto. 


A motion was made by Reginald: Hayes, seconded by Elliott Hersey, 
that the Town discontinue the section of the old road on Route No. iy 
between Station 58+00 and Station 65+00 abutting land of W. 
Mason. It was so voted in the affirmative. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will petition the Tax Commission 
or the State of New Hampshire to re-appraise all eligible taxable real 
estate in the Town of New Boston, and to appropriate a sum of money 
not in excess of $3,000.00 for such purposes. (By Petition) 


A motion was made by Harry Smith, seconded by Joseph Kennedy, 
to table Article 8. A standing vote was taken: 43 Yes, 60 No. The 
motion did not carry. 


A motion was made by Charles Gould, seconded by Robert Nor- 
mandin, that the Town petition the Tax Commission or the State of 
New Hampshire to re-appraise all eligible taxable real estate in the 
Town of New Boston, and to appropriate a sum of money not in excess 
of $3,000.00 for such purposes. A ballot vote was taken: 66 Yes, 70 No. 
The motion did not carry. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to sell the Doctor’s Equipment, or act in relation thereto. 


This equipment is now, and has been stored in Robert Colburn’s 
house since Dr. Radgens left town. 


Milton Elliott made a motion, seconded by Raymond Barss, that 
the Selectmen appoint a committee of three to study the possibility of 
getting a doctor and have the equipment evaluated and see if the equip- 
ment can be used in the school system. It was so voted in the affirma- 
tive. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,000.00 to be put in the Capital Reserve Fund towards the 
purchase of new road equipment in the near future, or act in relation 
thereto. 


James Dane made a motion, seconded by Charles French, to pass 
over Article 10. It was so voted in the affirmative. 


A motion was made by Raymond Barss, seconded by Arthur Hough- 
ton, Jr., to direct the Selectmen to apply any income from the Grader 
to payment on same, the same to apply to all road equipment. It was 
so voted in the affirmative. 


A motion was made by Fred Cann, and duly seconded, that the 
Selectmen be directed to insert in the Warrant of the next Town Meet- 
ing an article enabling, by vote of the Town, to remove any or all of 
such funds as may be on deposit in the Capital Reserve for Road Equip- 
ment. It was voted by raised hands and the motion carried.

Preventing Forest Fires is Our Responsibility 


Costs of suppressing carelessly set outdoor fires in New Hampshire 
in 1962 cost the persons responsible $5,545. In the same period, the 
cost to the cities and towns for control of such fires for which no re- 
sponsibility could be placed cost another $24,634. What utter waste 
of tax money and what shameful and needless loss of timber and esthetic 
values in the 2200 acres burned. Residences, farms, and other business 
places were threatened with possible total destruction. 

Carelessly set man caused fires can be prevented if every citizen 
remembers his responsibility in regard to any source of fires in the open. 
We can help to keep our fire loss low by remembering these simple rules. 


1. Dispose of burnable waste at the town dump. 

2. If waste or brush is to be burned on the premises, obtain a per- 
mit from the forest fire warden. Seasonal permits may be issued for 
approved incinerators and sites. 

3. Burn safely by picking a clean site, avoiding dry windy weather 
and preferably burning late in the day. 

4. Have something to keep the fire under control — pails of water, 
garden hose, sprinkling can, broom for grass fires or shovel will help. 

5. Be sure your fire is dead out before you leave it. 
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6. If the fire gets out of control or if you see a fire out of control, 
report promptly to your warden or fire department. Continue to fight it 
until help arrives. 

There is potential danger when. matches fall into the hands of 
children. It is never too early for parents to instill in the child’s mind 
a respect for fire. 

Keep our town safe from fire.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of New Boston: 

I am pleased to submit my first annual report relative to the New 
Boston Schools. 

New Boston is not alone among the many communities in New Hamp- 
shire and in the nation in its attempt to provide a reasonable educational 
opportunity for its youth in this modern, fast paced everchanging age 
of scientific and technological advance as the general concern for the 
humanities and for the dignity of the individual is nearly unable to 
stay in stride with the almost unbelievable change. 

New Boston like many communities is caught in the swirl of added 
curriculum demands, increased enrollments, increased educational 
standards, increased teacher shortages, and increased costs. 

The ultimate solution will be the result of a concerted community 
effort that places pupil welfare above all other interests and relates the 
educational effort to the combined community’s ability to finance the 
program, the state foundation aid program and other available support. 


ENROLLMENTS 


The schools of New Boston enrolled 256 pupils in September 1962 
as follows: 


Elementary School High School 
Grade 1—26 Grade 5— 22 Grade 9—22 
Grade 2—21 Grade 6 — 25 Grade 10 — 24 
Grade 3 — 34 Grade 7 —17 Grade 11—10 
Grade, 4—27 Grade 8—18 Grade 2-10

The Schools may anticipate an estimated increase of 15 pupils for 
the 1963 school year. 

The elementary schools have been maintained in excellent condition 
through a planned maintenance program. The high school renovations 
have been held at a minimum cost in the interim as the high school 
problem awaits a final solution. 

New Boston is fortunate to have capable and dedicated principals in 
Mr. Philip Smith of the high school and Mr. James Currier of the ele- 
mentary school. 

At the high school, Mr. Smith has maintained excellent staff and 
student morale and contributed toward a unified effort of a completely 
new staff within the scope of the offered program of studies. 

The elementary school faculty, with Mr. Gerald Johnson, Mrs. Gayle 
Simpson, Mrs. Patricia Martin, and Mrs. Ruth Trundy, new members 
on the staff, has worked diligently to provide a good basic program for 
the more than 157 pupils enrolled. 

A staff with a low annual turnover of personnel, is an assurance of 
continuity of a sound educational program and a minimum of interrup- 
tion of a coordinated educational effort over the period of the pupil's 
enrollment in the New Boston school system. 
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New Boston is endeavoring to provide an elementary education with 
satisfactory facilities, adequate equipment and materials for teachers 
and pupils for effective educational opportunity, and improved salaries 
to encourage the employment and retention of capable and dedicated 
teachers. The school board is to be commended for its effort in insist- 
ing on and supporting the securing and retaining of good teachers for 
our schools. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation for the many cour- 
tesies and excellent cooperation and encouragement extended to me by 
the school board, principals, teachers, pupils and the sympathetic and 
understanding citizens of New Boston. I wish further to acknowledge 
the invvaluable assistance given me by Spiro Anastos, Teacher Con- 
sultant, Mrs. Ruth Henk, Mrs. Harold Smith and Mrs. Clifford Martel, 
present and past office personnel. 

I trust that our joint efforts in behalf of the educational welfare of 
the youth of New Boston will continue to assess and improve the quality 
of the education in New Boston.

ize the application against said appropriations of such sums as are 
estimated to be received from the state foundation aid fund together 
with other income, the school board to certify to the selectmen the 
balance between the estimated revenue and the appropriation, which 
balance is to be raised by taxes by the town. Said sums to be used for 
the said purposes whether the High School is reopened or not. 

After much discussion, Mr. Elliott withdrew his motion and a 
motion was made by Fred Cann, seconded by Milton Elliott to lay 
this article on the table. It was so voted in the affirmative. 


Article 9. ‘To see if the New Boston School District will vote to 
authorize the School Board to negotiate a contract with Milford to 
take our Grades nine through twelve as tuition pupils for a five year 
period beginning September, 1962, at rates charged by Milford with- 
in the limits permitted by law, and to provide transportation for same. 

A motion was made by Philip Harvell, seconded by Leo Barlow, 
to pass over Article 9 indefinitely. It was so voted in the affirmative. 


Article 10. To see if the New Boston School District will vote 
to authorize the School Board to negotiate a contract with Milford 
to take our Grades seven and eight as tuition pupils for a five year 
period beginning September, 1962, at rates charged by Milford 
within the limits permitted by law, and to provide transportation 
for same. 

A motion was made by Rheba Locke, seconded by David Allan, 
that Article 10 be indefinitely postponed. It was so voted in the 
affirmative. 


Article 11. To see if the School District will vote to have its 
parliamentary procedures and meetings in 1962-63 governed by 
Roberts Rules of Order. (Inserted by Petition). 

A motion was made by Charles French, seconded by Nina Cote 
that Article 11 be indefinitely postponed. It was so voted in the 
affirmative. The petitioner wished to withdraw the article. 


Article 12. To see if the district will vote to re-establish the 
High School in New Boston as of July 1, 1962, and to see what sum 
of money the district will raise and appropriate for the support of 
schools, Grades 1 through 12, for the salaries of school district off- 
cials and agents, and for the payment of statutory obligations of the 
district, and to authorize the application against said appropriation 
of such sums as are estimated to be received from the state founda- 

tion aid fund together with other income; the school board to certify 
~ to the selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue and 
the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by the Town. 
(Inserted by Petition). 


A motion was made by Milton Elliott, seconded by Leo Barlow, 
that the district vote to re-establish the High School in New Boston 
as of July 1, 1962 and to see what sum of money the district will 
raise and appropriate for the support of schools in the town. Bart 
Hooper asked for a ballot vote. 


After some discussion, Charles French moved the question, which 
was seconded and voted in the affirmative. 

There were 311 votes cast, necessary to carry 156; 197 Yes 
votes and 113 No. One ballot was spoiled. It was so voted in the 
affirmative. 


Article 13. To see if the district will vote to authorize the 
School Board at its discretion to make application for and to accept, 
on behalf of the district, any or all grants or offers for educational 
purposes which may now or hereafter be forthcoming from the State 
of New Hampshire and/or United States, providing it does not 
obligate the Town. 


A motion was made by Donald Byam, seconded by Howard 
Prince, that the district authorize the School Board at its discretion 
to make application for and to accept, on behalf of the district, any 
or all grants or offers for educational purposes which may now or 
hereafter be forthcoming from the State of New Hampshire and/or 
United States, providing it does not obligate the Town. 


Paul Werner made a motion, seconded by Bart Hooper, to pass 
over Article 13. The motion did not carry. 


Returning to the original motion, it was so voted in the affirma- 
tive. : 


Article 14. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 


Moderator Roland Sallada asked for a rising vote of thanks to 
pay tribute to Fred M. Hodge for twenty-three years of service to 
the Town. It was unanimously in the affirmative. 


At 11:55 P. M. the clock was set back one hour by the Moder- 
ator. 


It was moved by Eidsel Stanford for the School Board to stop 
bickering and make New Boston High School the best little school 
in the state. This was not seconded and no action was taken. 


A motion was made by Milton Elliott, seconded by Reginald 
Hayes, to authorize the co-operative study group to work with the 
School Board to explore the possibilities of a regional school district 
with the surrounding towns. ‘The committee is: Katherine 
Chisholm, Wilma Dane, Linda Hersey, James Hawkes, Leon Daniels, 
David Nixon, Regis Lehman Cof the Selectmen) and all members 
of the School Board. It was so voted in the affirmative. 


Returned to Article 8, a motion was made by Rheba Locke, 
seconded by Albert Dancause, that the last paragraph “Said sum to 
be used for said purposes, whether the high school is reopened or 
not” be deleted. The motion did not carry. 


Eidsel Stanford made a motion, seconded by Grace Stanford, 
that from such amount raised and appropriated the amount of 
$47,845.00 be placed in trust until the superior courts rule on the 
reopening of the New Boston High School. The amendment did 
not Carry. 


Returned to the original motion by Milton Elliott, seconded by 
Lawson Smith, and it was so voted in the affirmative. Voice vote. 


The meeting adjourned at 11:55 P. M.

ly THE YEAR of our Town's Bicentennial Anniversary, it seems 
most appropriate to display a facsimile of New Boston’s Charter of In- 
corporation as a feature of the annual report. Photographed from the 
original Book of Records, this handwritten copy duplicates the charter 
granted New Boston, February 18, 1763, by the Province of New Hamp- 
shire under the authority of Governor Benning Wentworth, acting for 
King George I] of England. 


Two earlier charters were granted, but neither carried the authority 
of incorporation. In 1735, the Cat Court of Massachusetts Bay 
granted the petition of John Simpson and others to establish “a town- 
ship in the unappropriated lands of the province, of the contents of 
six miles sauare, with one thousand acres added for ponds and two rods 
in each hones for unevenness of surface and swagg of chain.” The 
Masonian Grant of 1752 assured continuance of the New Boston settle- 
ment provided the grantees fulfilled certain requirements of community 
dev elopment. In part, settlers were “each to have a house built of one 
room, at least of sixteen feet square, fitted and finished for comfortable 
dwelling in, and three acres cleared, inclosed, and fitted for mowing and 
tillage, at or before the first day of August, 1754.” 


This Charter of Incorporation, granted on February 18, 1763, 
brought the stamp of official approval to the tiny settlement of New 
Boston As we pause a few moments with these early records, which 
span well over two hundred years, let us humbly resolve to face our 
problems of today with the same vision and fortitude employed by our 
forefathers.
